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The King of 
the Box Office 


It’s peculiar, the way that history finds ways to repeat itself. 
The Passion of the Christ, Mel Gibson’s long awaited, recent- 
ly released and always controversial film about the final 
hours of Jesus, made a staggering $145 million at the box 
office between Ash Wednesday and this past Tuesday. That’s 
not the first time, though, that the masses have flocked to a 
crucifixion, 

I saw the movie last Wednesday. I lucked out, really. When 
| arrived at the theater in Danvers I discovered that all show- 
ings of the movie were sold out for the rest of the evening. I 
had prepared myself for such disappointment, so I just 
smiled, turned away and thought, well, it’s nice to see that 
Jesus is still popular after 2,000 years. 

As I walked out of the cinema, though, a stranger handed 
me a ticket to the five o'clock show and told me it was mine 
for free. I had seen another individual do the same exact 
thing with a stranger not two minutes before. That never 
happened before. Looks like Christians have found a new way 
to get the Word out. 

The Passion of the Christ is a powerful movie, an unrelent- 
ing and brutal depiction of the one event in history around 
which all Christianity centers. It is a motion picture for 
which you must brace yourself moments before it begins. At 
that five o’clock show in Danvers last week, the audience sat 
in a stunned silence punctuated only by shocked gasps and 
choked tears. When the film finished, many remained in 
their seats well into the ending credits. Most remained until 
the very end. No one spoke. 

No other film in recent years has generated more contro- 
versy and prompted more questions. In this column I'll leave 
all analysis of the film’s historical and biblical accuracy to 
the scholars, for it is certainly not the place of this common 
Christian to try. 

Here, however, are a few questions I will address, with the 
hopes of preparing you for a motion picture that you are like- 
ly eager to see or being encouraged by friends or religious 
leaders to attend. 

Is The Passion of the Christ a thorough presentation 
of the life, teachings and death of Jesus? 

Not at all. The film almost literally restricts its focus to 
those final hours in the earthly life of Jesus, with just a cou- 
ple of flashbacks of his childhood, his sermons about loving 
those who hate you, and the Last Supper. 

If you have read the Gospels of the New Testament, whether 
as a duty to your faith or as an academic endeavor, then you 
will be able to follow the narrative of the movie and provide 
all of the necessary back story. The more you know about 
Jesus, the better you will understand the movie. 

Judging by the interviews he granted, Mel Gibson seems to 
have made the exact movie he wanted to make. The Last 
Temptation of Christ, a compelling film directed by Martin 
Scorsese in 1988, delves deeply into the teachings, history and 
mysteries of Jesus and registers as an effective intellectual 
exercise. The Passion of the Christ is intended to be a more 
visual, physical and visceral experience. Individuals with 
strong interests in the subject matter would be well served to 
see both of these great movies. 

Is The Passion of the Christ too violent? 

The answer is “no,” particularly given the inclusion of the 
word “too” in the question. The movie is extremely violent 
but not in a gratuitous way that renders it “too” violent. 

We all have different thresholds for what constitutes more 
violence in a movie than we can handle as individuals. There 
is a difference between gauging your own capacity for watch- 
ing certain levels of violence and listening to critics who 
decry the extent of brutality seen in this film. 

Listen closely to critics who charge that Gibson has taken 
the violence in this film too far. Hop on the Internet and find 
those same critics’ reviews of “Kill Bill,” the kung-fu splat- 
terfest directed by Quentin Tarantino that was released last 
October. Chances are, those critics hypocritically celebrated 
the so-called balletic grace of the comic sadism on display 
throughout that movie. “Kill Bill” was one of the best- 
reviewed movies of 2003. 

The violence in The Passion of the Christ matters. It 
serves a purpose in that it attempts to understand, and show, 
what Jesus very likely endured during his final hours. I was 
not disgusted by the violence in this movie; instead, I was 
appropriately left saddened, horrified and dramatically 
changed by it. In this film, the flesh of Jesus is literally torn 
to shreds; by comparison, the Jesuses on the Crosses of other 
films appear tidy, even freshly bathed. You know your own 
level cf tolerance when it comes to violence on screen. 
Follow your gut; if you follow it into the theater, be prepared 
for unrelenting, but necessarily portrayed, torture and blood- 
shed. 

Is the film appropriate for children? 

That's a question well worth asking, considering that reli- 
gious leaders around the country are encouraging people of 
all ages to attend screenings. Alas, it is a question that can 
only be answered’by parents in tune with the intellectual and 
spiritual maturity of their own teenagers. To take a stand, 
however, the R-rated film would be inappropriate for children 
under the age of fifteen. For starters, none of the images in 
this movie are easily forgotten. Second of all, though, it is 
wise for inclined parents to foster their child's spiritual 
growth, but so too is it important to let kids be kids and spare 
them the heavy lifting that this film requires. 

The Passion of the Christ is a cultural phenomenon that is 
engaging the world. Some have embraced the movie as an 
affirmation of their beliefs or an opportunity to re-gain their 
spiritual footing. Others have criticized the movie, charging 

* hat it is excessively gory and fueled by discrimination and a 
need to blame. 

There is plenty that The Passion of the Christ does effec- 
tively and well. The one thing it does most expertly, though, 
is revive the greatest discussion of all time, just as it seemed 

+ as though the topic had long since slipped off the world’s cul- 
- .tural radar and been replaced by reality TV shows, celebrity 
* court trials, and a certain all-too-revealing moment at the 


: Super Bowl. 


Wilmington was a great place 
to grow up. 

Of course there was the trau- 
ma of the “Louie Hole” to con- 
tend with. 

I attended the Woburn Street 
School and started out as a car 
rider. By fourth grade, I was 
able to convince my mother to 
let me walk to school. Most of 
the other kids in the neighbor- 
hood walked, I had argued, and 
I considered myself to be a very 
worldly $year old. By the time 
I started walking, all of the vet- 
eran “walkers” were well 
versed in the ways of the Louie 
Hole. 

Directly across the street 
from the Woburn Street School, 
by the crosswalk and on the 
sidewalk, is a manhole cover. 
That manhole cover was known 
to all as the deadly and fear- 
some Louie Hole. As students 
waited for the Crossing Guard 
to let them crpss the street, 
each one of them was biting the 
side of their right index finger - 
the only known inoculation 
against Louie Hole infection. It 
must have been an interesting 
site to drive by 20 or so elemen- 
tary school children all biting 
down on their index fingers in 
unison while waiting to cross 
the street. 

The rules were as follows - As 
you walked past the Louie Hole, 
you spit on it. If you should 
happen to have stepped on the 
Louie Hole, you became trans- 
formed into the despicable 
Louie Man. The Louie Man 
could only get rid of his/her 
affliction by tagging someone 
who did not have visible teeth 
marks on his/her right index 
finger. Otherwise the Louie 
Man retained the status of 
“gross” until some other dolt 
should happen to step on it. 

Nobody wanted to be the 
Louie Man and no one would 
ever admit to being friends 
with the Louie Man. 

What did.I know? Trust «me; 
no one warns You about the 
Louie Hole and once you step 
on it everyone around you scat- 
ters immediately like birds fol- 
lowing a gunshot. I had no idea 
what had just happened and 
was also about to scatter when 


it became obvious that I was 
the center of whatever calami- 
ty had befallen the group. I 
was quickly informed of my 
newly acquired identity and of 
the general rules. 

I was indeed in dire straits. 
Everywhere I turned was fully 
vaccinated index _ fingers. 
Despite the protection, I was 
deemed persona non-gratis by 
all of my friends. They would 
have nothing to do with the 
Louie Man. Even my own sis- 
ter pretended not to know me 
and assumed that I had done 
the whole thing simply to 
embarrass her. 

Luckily, my trauma was short 
lived. Some really stupid third 
grader stepped on the Louie 
Hole the next day. Man, did I 
ever make fun of that dumb 
kid. 

I have often wondered if the 
current student body of the 
Woburn Street School still 
acknowledges the powers of the 
Louie Hole. 

If they don’t, then somewhere 
out there is a person who still 
holds the stigma of being the 
Louie Man; having never been 
able to get rid of it under the 
rules of the game. If he is out 
there somewhere, he is surely 
planning to purge himself when 
no one is expecting it. Only 
people who attended the 
Woburn Street School would be 
eligible and that makes me a 
potential target. I bite my right 
index finger every single day 
just to be safe. When the game 
starts up again, and I have no 
doubt that it will, I will be 
ready. I suggest you take pre- 
cautions also. 

The Louie Hole notwithstand- 
ing, I have nothing but great 
memories of a youth spent in 
Wilmington. 

I played hockey at the 
Wilmington Ice Arena; no, not 
Ristuccia. It was at the end of 
Upton Drive off of Andover 
Street and it had two sheets of 
ice. It still holds the record as 
the coldest building in 
America. 

It had a snack bar with good 
old fashioned ice arena pizza - 
crispy crust with cheese that 
all came off in the first bite and 


sauce that burned the roof of 
your mouth. Those slices went 
down perfectly with a Fanta 
grape soda out of the machine. 

Silver Lake was the place to 
be in the summer. If you 
weren't in the water or partici- 
pating in the sand castle-build- 
ing competition, you'd likely be 
walking back to the beach from 
Tattersalls with a mouthful of 
penny candy. 

You could get penny candy at 
Weinberg’s too. Of course at 
Weinberg’s, you could get a 
pair of overalls to go along with 
your candy if so desired. 
Weinberg’s had everything and 
it stood on the corner of 
Middlesex Avenue and Main 
Street where Massbank now 
stands. Weinberg’s was a 
Wilmington landmark and 
many a tear was shed when it 
became no more. 

Mr. Whippy’s was right in that 
same area, though I can’t 
remember exactly where. It 
was not necessarily a destina- 
tion, but it was where our bikes 
ended up taking us often 
enough for soft-serve cones. 

The Wilmington Health 
Center was built while I was in 
elementary school and the 
whole town was keeping in 
shape by doing the Lifecourse. 

We had hours and hours of 
“Monkey Fights” on the mon- 
key bars after lunch out behind 
the North Intermediate School. 

Wilmington Plaza has played 
heavily in the community for as 
long as I can remember. 
Market Basket was DeMoulas’ 
(still is for most Wilmington 
natives) and it was housed in 
the current location of TJ 
Maxx. It moved to its present 
location and was the largest 
supermarket any of us had ever 
seen at the time, only after 
Grants department store (the 
original Wal-Mart) went out of 
business, 

Once Grants left the Plaza, 
only the small toy aisle at Birch 
Super Drug remained to occupy 
your time while your mother 
did her grocery shopping. 

Friendly’s Restaurant was 
also at the Plaza. I went there 
as a kid and continued going 
there into my teenage years.

Sanzone acted with character 


Dear Editor: 

If former CEO Raymond 
Sanzone took the fall for others 
at Tewksbury State Hospital, 
then it would be in character. 
He loved the best job of his 
career, but he loved the 
patients more. Ray Sanzone 
would resign, if needed, to pro- 
tect the hospital. 

I’ve seen many positive devel- 
opments on the public health 
side in 10 years as a Hospital 
Trustee. 

The mental health side is a 
different story. It’s been elu- 
sive. It sought autonomy. 
Significantly, it kept Sanzone in 
the dark. When Danvers’ 
Hathorne Unit came to 
Tewksbury in 1993, the mental 
health and public health 
departments never pulled 
together as one hospital. The 
interagency agreement was 
inadequate. An_ institutional 
disconnect festered. 

Sanzone had accountability 
without authority over mental 
health. 


Illustrative of this difficulty: 
mental health hired a private 
company to provide all psychi- 
atric services. The post- 
Sanzone administration must 
determine how a public health 
CEO can exercise supervision 
and control over a staff of psy- 
chiatrist who owes its first alle- 
giance to its private employer. 

As long as the medical ser- 
vices of the Hathorne Unit are 
privately contracted, no public 
health CEO can succeed. 

Ray Sanzone faced a stacked 
deck. Higher-ups didn’t recog- 
nize this fundamental discon- 
nect as a problem until three 
patients died. Hopefully, CEO 
‘Tosti can help define a common 
vision of inter-agency coopera- 
tion which better serves the 
interests of | Tewksbury 
Hospital, its staff, its patients, 
and their families before any 
ax falls.

In his own words of long ago... . 


Circus Man “Bill Crawford” soaked up life under the Big Top: Part II 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The first 
part of this multi-chaptered 
feature story appeared in last 
week's edition of the Town 
Crier. With this installment, 
we continue the verbatim- 
quoted storytelling of William 
D. Stevens, who lived on 
Woburn Street and was known 
in the circus world as “Bill 
Crawford.” What follows first 
appeared as it was written by 
Paul Emmons and published 
in the Wilmington Crusader in 
1954. 


“After supper, Sig came to me 
again. 
“Bill, you've got to be a ventril- 
ist” 


n't know as I can. 
ff course you can’ And he 
g me some circus language, 
which was never fit to print any- 
way.

“He showed me how, and that 
night I went to it, resolved to put 
ona good show, for Sig had my 
number by that time. I was only 
a young fellow and the prospect 
of being left standing on the lot 
scared me. 

“fn those days, most circuses 
had. . . two platforms about 10’ x 
12' laid on the ground in front of 
the reserved seats. As soon as 
the Show was over, the workmen 
began tearing down the ‘blues, 
as the unreserved seats were 
called. But the holders of 
reserved tickets were allowed to 
stay and see an extra perfor- 
mance given on the (platforms). 
That's where I came in. 

“With my two dummy figures, 1 
‘vented, danced and sang, and 
soon had everybody going. The 
workmen would give me a cheer 
every time they slammed down a 
pile of boards from the ‘blues.’ 
Sig heard it out in the side tent. 

bi ’ he said to me after- 
wards, ‘you see what you can do 
when you try’ 

“In the early days, there was no 
such thing as a specialist who did 
only one or two acts. Everybody 
did ing. 

“Sig had about 50 or 60 people 
wotking for him. His set-up fol- 
lowed the usual pattern of ‘mud 
shows’ at that time. There was 
the’ ‘Big Top’ or main tent. The 
horse tents for the horse show. 
And no circus was complete 
without a side-show, known ih the 
profession as the ‘kid show’ 

“See you over at the kid show,’ 
was a common remark among 
the performers. 

“In the kid show, there was 
always a ‘Serpent Queen’ or 
snake charmer. A magician who 
doubled in Punch and Judy. A 
tattooed man. And generally a 
wild man, whose wildness began 
when the side show opened and

“We were playing country 
towns along the Erie Canal, 
which was good territory in those 
days. I rode with Jim Magee, the 
Canadian Strong Boy, a big, raw- 
boned Canadian Irishman. And 


and heavy weights around! 

“He afterwards became famous 
as Professor Atlas, and got to be 
a big feature. The last I knew of 
him, he was running the Atlas 
Hotel in Bridgeport, Connecticut. 

“Jim knew a trick or two to 
help out on the rinks. Not liquor, 
or anything like that, but cow's 
milk. Traveling the road in the 
early morning, he could always 
tell where a farmer had left his 
milk to cool in some little buttery 
down near the edge of a pond or 
stream. 

“We'd take time to go over and 
get a good swig out of the can. If 
anyone came toward us, Jim 
would roar at them. They'd get 
scared and run away. 

“Of course, in every town, we'd 
have a circus parade. I well 
remember my first one. 

“My uniform was King Louis 
17th, and from its appearance, it 
must have been the original. It 
was moth-eaten, dusty and filthy, 
but I had to put it on. The parade 
wasn’t very big, but we strung it 
out. 

“I rode a truck horse broad 
enough to split me in two. My 
riding mate was the female 
impersonator. 

“He was an old-timer, even for 
those days, but an artist on 
make-up. He had lines on his 
face so deep you could run your 
finger through them, but when 
he made up to do his turn, he was 
a Mae West. On parade that day, 
he wore a veil down the end of 
his nose. 

“We went along, two by two. It 
was some day. All the village and 
ten more had turned out to see 
the parade. The farmers from 
miles around had come to town, 
and horses were tied to every 
hitching post. 

“Standing on the sidewalk of 
the main street, and there was 
only one sidewalk, 1 noticed two 
prim little old ladies who must 
have been twins. They were 
dressed in black, with little black 
bonnets tied under their chins, 
wore steel spectacles, knitted 
gloves which covered half of 
their hands, and carried para- 
sols, They were a picture. 

“As we went past I heard one 
say to the other, ‘There they go, 
fearless, godless and homeless.’ 

“Just then, my sidekick lifted 
up his veil and spit out a shew of 
tobacco a lumberman couldn’t 
have handled. The two little old 
ladies turned and ran away, 


shrieking. 

“Fearless, godless and home- 
less! 

“It made such an impression on 
me that I wrote a piece about it 
and sent it to the old New York 
Clipper, which was the show- 
man’s Bible, in those days. They 
published it, and it was used as a 
gag by comedians for quite a 
while. 


“As a matter of fact the glamor 
of the profession in the old days 
made the general public look on 
us as people apart. We weren’t 
supposed to have any homes, but 
were regarded as nomads, or 
gypsies. Honestly, we were hard- 
ly supposed to be human. 

“People would as us the most 
foolish questions. ‘What do you 
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do when it snows?’ And I heard 
them stand outside our cooktent 
at mealtime and exclaim, ‘Why, 
they actually eat with knives and 
forks!’ 

“I stayed with Sig that season 
and managed to save a little 
money by selling magic tricks, 
Punch and Judy whistles, books 
of magic, and one thing and 
another. In fact, I got so I liked it, 
and would do anything he want- 
ed, just for the experience. 

“After leaving Sig, my next cir- 
cus was Harry Mann’s, another 
mud show, which had a short and 
disastrous career, owing to an 
insufficiency of bankroll on the 
part of the proprietor. 

“The outfit was so small we 
couldn't muster a full-sized 
parade, so we'd send the band 
out to drum up business in every 
town we came to. We sometimes 
had to hire the horses to do it. 

“I was in charge of this stunt. 
We'd go down to the main square 
and play for an hour or so before 
the show started. 

“In Manchester, N.H., one of 
the saloon keepers suggested 
that we play in front of his 
saloon. That made business good 
for him, so we got a round of 
drinks out of it. Another saloon 
keeper had the same idea. More 
drinks for us. By the time we got 
back to the Big Top, we were 
feeling pretty good. 

“But there was one temperance 
crank in the crowd. He com- 
plained to the proprietor. 

“Harry fined me twenty-five 
bucks and the rest of the band 
five dollars apiece. That was a 
good way for him to make money, 
but I objected. 

“I said, ‘What the hell! You're 
not paying us any salary! How do 
you think you're going to fine 
us?’ 

“Him and me didn’t get along 
well after that. In Nashua, N.H., 
we had a big fight and split up. 
He was a big, powerful cuss, but 
I was pretty good myself in those 
days. Gave him two leads to the 
jaw ‘bif, bif’ then the knee in the 
stomach, and he went out. Then I 
went over the line into 
Massachusetts. The only salary I 
ever collected from him was the 
side-show tent and banners, 
which moved long with me. 

“For several reasons, I played 
whatever I could, country fairs, 
mud shows, honky tonks, nick- 


thing. 

“Professionals had to start at 
the bottom and work up, and it 
was a tough life. A school of hard 
knocks, No dainty-fingered sissy 
could last in it. Sometimes it was 
catch-as-catch-can, with no holds 
barred. 

“Generally speaking, at the bot- 
tom of the ladder were the honky 
tonks, or German beer gardens. 
They were supposed to be very 
cheap. But the best performers 
worked in them when they were 
good money, for those days. 

“Then came the dime muse- 

ums, from New York clear to the 
middle West. And they were very 
nice theatres. All the large cities 
had dime museums with a curio 
hall, side shows and a stage, a 
continuous performance, all day 
long. 
“Those were the variety shows. 
There wasn’t any vaudeville 
then. But there was always plen- 
ty of work. Go to an agent in New 
York and he would book you for 
weeks. 
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“The height of every per- 
former's ambition was to play 
Tony Pastor's celebrated 14th St. 
‘Theater in New York. That was 
the tops. The best in the country, 
and the best from Europe were 
seen in that theatre. It was noth- 
ing to see 15 or 16 acts on the 
stage. 

“As time rolled on, things 
changed to a better class of 
vaudeville in the better theatres. 
Then came more changes, which 
gradually brought vaudeville to 
the top, and now it’s a dead issue. 
There are very few houses play- 
ing old-time vaudeville. I’ve seen 
the day when a vaudeville actor 
could book 28 or 30 weeks from 
coast to coast. But not now. The 
movies have killed all that. 

“Just before the Spanish 
American War broke out, I was 
down at Old Orchard Beach, 
Maine with a man who was 
catching and training seals. I 
can’t remember his name, my 
memory isn’t what it used to be, 
but at one time he had been a 
colonel in the Southern army. 

“We caught the pup seals, kept 
them in a salt water tank, 
trained them, and exhibited 
them in a caravan show. The old, 
simple tricks we taught them 
were just like breaking in a dog. 
My boss was very good at it, and 
was the originator of the talking 
seal. 

“Seals are easy to train. They 
are naturally playful. In the 
water, when they are wild, they 
like to catch fish and toss them in 
the air, catching them on their 
nose when they come down, so 
it’s not very difficult to get them 
to do the same thing with a ball. 

“Besides the seals, we had a 
tank full of alligators, and a lot of 
iguanas. The show was being 
bankrolled by a big shot in 
Boston, but we weren't getting 
anything out of it. As a matter of 
fact, the receipts were supposed 
to pay our salaries and other 
expenses. But they didn’t. 

Finally, my partner and I 
decided to go out and collect our 
own salaries. So we split up. I 
took four seals, a tankful of alli- 
gators and a lot of the iguanas 


and jumped to Lake 
Winnepesaukee, to the Grand 
Army Fair. The Spanish 


American War had started. I was 
doubling with another fellow. We 
made a play on war propaganda. 

“The iguanas were nothing but 
horned lizards, and really harm- 
less, But we advertised them as 


the blood-sucking lizards the 
Spaniards were turning loose on 
prisoners in Cuba, and that made 
a big hit in the side show 

“From there, we jumped to 
Three Rivers in Canada, played 
the Canadian fairs until the end 
of the season, and then we sold 
what animals were left in 
Montreal. 

“The big shot in Boston was fill 
ing the mail with roars, ‘Bring 
back those animals!’ 

“Well, I did bring part of them 
back. Every iime one of the alli 
gators died, I'd cut off the end of 
his tail and send it along. ‘Here's 
one of your alligators!’ 

“When I returned to Boston, a 
big criminal lawyer in Scollay 
Square got after me. | thumbed 
my nose at him. | was broke, as 
usual. You can't pump a dry well. 
And nothing I'd done had 
occurred in Massachusetts. 

“Next I teamed up with another 
fellow who was a good lecturer, 
and we opened a stand-up dime 
museum right side of the Globe 
Building on Washington Street in 
Boston. One feature we had cér 
tainly made a sensation. 

“A chap named Larue had come 
along. He was a daredevil. Later 
he went in for all sorts of death 
grazing stunts, aeroplane acro- 
batics, automobile smash-ups. 
head-on collisions between loco 
motives, anything at all 

“Right now he had conceived 
the idea of being nailed to the 
cross. He had tried it in some 
places, but the act had been 
stopped by the police because it 
was sacriligious. 

“He came to us. We said, ‘No, 
we can’t nail you to a cross, 
because that’s sacriligious. But 
we can nail you to a tree” 

So we fixed up a scene in which 
we nailed him to a tree, the same 
as the Spaniards were~doing to 
prisoners down in Cuba. And we 
actually nailed him, right 
through the palms of his hands. 

“At first people refused to be 
fooled. They knew it nothing 
but a gag and they weren't going 
to fall for it. Those who saw it 
first went out and told the others. 
And the others were skeptical. 

“But they were curious. Wanted 
to see what the stunt really was. 
So they’d come strolling in, most 
ly between 12 and 2 when the 
business offices re emptied 
for lunch. That was our best time 
of day. 

“We'd draw the curtain. There 
was a tf€e and the prisoner. Then 


an 


we'd hold up the spikes, so the 
audience could see they were 
real spikes, which they were. 
Only, the lower half of them had 
been tapered down so they were 
no bigger than a darning needle. 
We kept that end covered with 
our thumb and finger when we 
held them up. Larue had been 
operated on. There were two inci- 
sions though the palms of his 
hands, which he kept plugged 
with cocaine 

“We'd jam him up against the 
tree, maul him about, and drive 
the spikes through the palms of 
his hands, that is, through the 
incisions, which the audience 
couldn't see. It really didn’t hurt 
him a bit, but he'd struggle, 
groan, slump and do his stuff. It 
was very realistic 

“And so were the results. When 
the sledge first began to drive the 
spikes home, thump, thump, 
thump, many a hard-boiled lad- 
die who'd strolled in with a tooth- 
pick hanging out of the corner of 
his mouth and a smile on his face 
would begin to get google-eyed 
and buckle at the knees. Before 
they could find the door, some of 
them spewed, 

“Finally it attracted the atten- 
tion of the police. They came in. 

“Hey, you sons of b—s, people 
are coming out of this joint and 
puking on the sidewalks!’ 

“But it was all right. We'd show 
them Larue. We did a land-office 
business with him during the 
noon hours. Then at two o'clock, 
when the rush hour was over, 
he'd take off his make-up, sneak 
around behind the curtains and 
start playing the piano out front. 

“Those were bioscope days, 
plenty of flicker, forerunner of 
the modern moving pictures, and 
1 dabbled in that for a while after 
our little museum closed up, But 
the circus always drew me in the 
summer, 

“I can remember it back to the 
time when they used the old star 


burners, multiple oil flares, for ” 


illumination. : 
“Perhaps it would be interest- 
ing to get an inside view of the 
circus, as I used to see it 

“The handling of circus, if it 
was a rail show, was all done 
according to system. Each gang 
had its own particular job, and 
did nothing else. 

“First, there were the train- 
men. All they did was to load and 
unload, and make repairs . . .”

TEWKSBURY The 
‘Tewksbury Titans of Tewksbury 
Memorial High School (TMHS) 
are “geared up” for their robot- 
ics competition this weekend. 

The Titans, who are students 
in a club that focuses on robot- 
ics, are heading to Manchester, 

' New Hampshire this weekend 
‘‘ta- participate in the 2004 
‘Granite State Regional FIRST 
i Robotics Competition. They 
twill have their hands full, for 
fethey will be competing against 
: more than 1,500 students repre- 
: senting more than 50 other high 
: schools from across the north- 
; eastern United States and 
» Canada. 

This will be the first time that 

‘ Tewksbury is being represented 
inthe event, which began in 
1989, and the Titans owe it all to 
TMHS senior Russell Morin. 

Morin, the team’s President 
and Head Programmer, has 
long been interested in the field 
of robotics. 

“My mother saw an ad for the 
event last year and I went as a 
spectator,” Morin said. “I knew 
then that I really wanted to 
compete in the event.” 

According to TMHS Faculty 
Advisor John Morgan, Morin 
‘wasted no time in recruiting 
students for the team. 

“He came back in September 
and got a cadre of students 
together and approached the 


administration,” said Morgan. 

Morgan, who teaches physics 
and chemistry. at the high 
school, was tapped and happily 
agreed to serve as the club’s 
advisor. 

Having secured Morgan as 
faculty advisor, Morin still 
faced the surmountable obsta- 
cle of securing the $5,000 
entrance fee for the competi- 
tion. The Titans also needed 
significant funds for parts and 
materials. 

Morin found a contact at 
Raytheon Integrated Systems 
and walked away with $10,000. 
In addition to the money, 
Raytheon allowed 3 engineers 
to donate their time to assist in 
the club’s project. According to 
Morgan, not only were these 
engineers allowed to assist, 
they were encouraged by 
Paytheon to do so and were 
allotted time for it. 

“Raytheon” should be com- 
mended highly,” Morgan said. 
“These guys have gone above 
and beyond what they volun- 
teered for.” 

A number of other Tewksbury 
businesses have contributed to 
the Titans’ efforts as well. 

The Titans consists of 16 team 
members, ranging from fresh- 
men to seniors. Morgan is not 
the only one to have been 
impressed by the amount of 
dedication and work that the 
team is putting into this. It was 


Steve Levine, a coach of three 
sports at TMHS, that made the 
initial call to alert the Town 
Crier of the Titans’ impending 
competition. 

“I couldn’t get over their ded- 
ication,” Levine said. “They 
were there at the high school 
working hard every day of their 
vacation.” 

The Titans’ robot, which is 
appropriately named Atlas, has 
already been shipped to 
Manchester and awaits his 
team’s arrival this weekend. 

According to Morin, Atlas will 
run autonomously for 15 sec- 
onds, during which he will trav- 
el 30 feet to perform a specified 
task. Completing that task will 
set a number of balls loose onto 
the “playing field.” At the 15- 
second mark, the team will 
begin controlling Atlas remote- 
ly with a joystick and will 
retrieve as many balls as possi- 
ble in the allotted time. 

Students were given 6 weeks 
to design and build a robot 
using a common parts list 
Teams will not only be scored 
on Atlas’s performance, but 
also on employment strategies 
that include alliances with 
other teams. 

The competition begins 
Friday, March 5 at 9 a.m. at the 
Verizon Wireless Arena in 
Manchester and finishes up 
with an awards ceremony al 4 
p.m.

developed as such. 

Although it is only the rezon- 
ing of the parcel which is 
before the city at this time, the 
actual residential plans for the 
site are gaining much of the 
attention, even though a special 
permit will still be needed if the 
rezoning is approved. 

‘The rezoning, at this time, has 
a favorable recommendation 
from the Woburn Planning 
Board and now is in committee 
with the City Council. Woburn 
Mayor John Curran, at a meet- 
ing early this year, went on 
record endorsing the rezoning. 

Inwood representatives are 
also speaking with Woburn offi- 
cials in regard to various steps 
of mitigation that can be taken 
to control the effect that the 
apartment project would have 
on its surrounding. One partic- 
ular interest, especially as it 
would pertain to Wilmington 
residents, concerns traffic. 

Although considerable 
amounts of mitigation funds 
will go toward tratiic improve- 
ments, Tarby noted that the 
residential project will reduce 
traffic 85 percent during morn- 
ing peak hours and approxi- 
mately 80 percent during the 
evening peak hours, when com- 
pared to statistics surrounding 
the once-proposed office park. 

One of the figures proposed 
for traffic mitigation includes 
approximately $600,000 to

For the third time in the past 
four years, the Wilmington 
High boys basketball team will 
meet up with Lynn Tech. This 
Saturday at the Tsongas Arena 
in Lowell beginning at 12:30, the 
two teams will meet up for the 
second time in the Division 3 
North sectional final in the past 
three years. 

Two years ago the teams met 
and Wilmington was thumped 
73-56. After posting wins over 
Wayland (52-39), Greater 
Lawrence Voc Tech (60-44) and 
Shawsheen Tech (56-39), the 
Wildcats will enter the Tsongas 
Arena with a 20-3 record, which 
already has tied a school record 
for wins in a season. 

lynn Tech has defeated 
Weston (57-45), North 
Cambridge Catholic (74-69) and 
Swampscott (54-46 in overtime). 

Should Wilmington defeat 
Lynn Tech, they will advance to 
the Eastern Mass final on 
Tuesday at the Fleet Center at 
4:15 against the Division 3 
South winner which will be the 
winner of the Norwell/Scituate 
and Rockland/Cardinal 
Spellman games. 

Wilmington head coach Jim 
McCune didn’t know at the time 
who his team would be playing 
whether it was Lynn Tech or 
Swampscott, but in either case 
he hopes the team can atleast 
get one more win to break a 
school record. 

“Those are two programs who 
we have tried to emulate,” said 
McCune. “I have great respect 


for both teams, both coaches 
and both programs. They are 
both well coached teams. We're 
going to be in for a game no 
matter who we play.” 

‘Two years ago it was probably 
expected that the team would 
advance to the state tourna- 
ment behind players such as 
Craig Osgood, Valence 
Nwachukwu, Dave Aronofsky, 
Mike Jordan and Pat Taylor as 
those five players were blessed 
with talent, especially in the 
shooting department. This 
year’s team is much different 
than that of two years ago, as 
they are successful behind 
tremendous defense, some 
inside play of two Big Guys 
named Zach Mitzan and Dan 
Hurley, as well as some pretty 
good outside shooting from 
Mike Kelley and Joe Herra. 

McCune said the key to this 
Saturday’s match-up will be 
emotions. 

“If we play our game we can 
beat both (Lynn Tech and 
Swampscott),” he said. “But 
it'll be a matter of if we can 
handle the moment. Two years 
ago we didn’t handle the 
moment too well. There’s some 
players on this year’s team who 
were members of that team and 
I know they'll be able to handle 
it much better. 

“We have the opportunity of 
being the best basketball team 
ever in Wilmington High histo- 
ry. No team has ever won 21 
games in one season. We were 
20-4 two years ago and we're 20- 
3 right now.”

LOWELL - The boys basketball 
teams from Wilmington High and 
Shawsheen Tech squared off 
Tuesday night in the semi-finals 
of the MIAA Division 3 North 
tournament in a battle for not 
only local bragging rights, but 
more importantly a trip to the 
sectional finals. 

In the end it was Wilmington 
who moved on and Shawsheen 
who saw their season come to a 
disappointing end, as the 
Wildcats turned what was a close 
game midway through the first 
half into a blowout, earning a 56- 
39 win held in front of a standing 
room only crowd at Lowell High 
School. 

Top seeded Wilmington 
improved their record to 20-3 on 
the season and advanced to the 
North finals where they will face 
Lynn Tech on Saturday afternoon 
at 12:30 at the Tsongas Arena 
Fourth seeded Shawsheen, mean- 
while ended their season with a 
record of 18-5. 

“Defensively we have held 
teams to 39 or 40 points usually 
and under 45 for the last three or 
four games,” said ‘Wildcat coach 
Jim McCune. “That's been our 
meal ticket all year.” 

Wilmington dominated in all 
facets of the game on their way to 
victory, scoring from both the 
inside and the outside and play- 
ing a stellar defensive game. 
Sophomore guard Joe Herra led 
the Wildcats with 16 points off the 
bench. Senior guard Mike Kelly 
added 10 points, 

“This team has been very sur- 
prising,” said McCune. “They 
really grew together as the sea- 
son went on. Through the first ten 
or eleven games they were a 
team but over the last half of the 
season the personalities have 
grown and that has taken us on 
this ride.” 

For Shawsheen, Tewksbury 
native Sean Sullivan led the way 
with 14 points and 12 rebounds, 
while Mike Gore of Wilmington 
added 10 points and nine 
rebounds. 

The score stood tied at 9-9 with 
7:30 left in the first half before 
Wilmington started to light it up 
from the outside and pushed the 
lead to 30-16 at the end of the first 
half. The Wildcats maintained a 
15 to 20 point lead for much of the 
second half. 

Shawsheen coach Ron 
Nowakowski said that the reason 
for the wide margin at the half 
was pretty simple. Wilmington 
was hitting their shots and his 
team was not. 

“We shot 30% and that doesn't 
help you win games, especially 
against a very good team like 
Wilmington,” said Nowakowski 
“They shot 55% on 11-for-19 shoot- 
ing in the first half and we shot 6- 
for-20. That was the difference.” 

Wilmington got out to a 6-0 lead 
before Shawsheen started to chip 
away and the Rams eventually 
tied the game when Shaun Benoit 
drove the baseline to make the 
score 9-9. It looked like the game 
was shaping up to perfection for 
Shawsheen who won most of their 


games this season in low scoring 
fashion. But it was then that 
Wilmington turned the game 
more into their style 

“We were concerned about their 
zone but in particular Gore,” said 
McCune, “Sullivan hurt us. He did 
a good job in dribble penetration, 
but we wanted to zone press and 
go man defense and it worked 

The Wildcats scored eight 
straight points on a run started 
by a three pointer from Kelly, and 
capped off by a bucket under 
neath from sophomore forward 
Sean Murphy to make the score 
17-9 with 5:05 left in the half 
Gore finally broke the skein with 
his first hoop of the game, and 
had the lead down to six at 22-16 
after another Gore hoop with 
left in the half. Nowakowski was 
impressed with how his senior 
captain fought off some tough 
Wilmington defense to get the job 
done.

Nowakowski was gracious in 
defeat and offered this warning to 
any teams that will face 
Wilmington later in the tourna- 
ment. 

“That is a very good team, and 
they also look like a team that is 
peaking right now,” Nowakowski 
said.

Last week, Wilmington High 
boys’ hockey coach Steve 
Scanlon said that the sole rea- 
son why his team was making a 
trip to the state tournament 
was because of his goalie Andy 
Berian. Scanlon added that he

The veteran coach couldn't 
have possibly have dreamt of a 
better performance that what 
Berian gave in his final game 
as a Wildcat on Friday night at 
the Chelmsford Forum.

Giordano keeps Rams alive 
in hockey tournament

The Shawsheen Tech hockey 
team has had some tough luck 
in tournament play in recent 
years. Over the past four years, 
the Rams have played well in 
their first round tournament 
games only to lose each time. 
Although nobody was talking 
about curses or anything of 
that nature the frustration level 
for coach Bill Gordon and his 
players had to be mounting. 

All that changed on Sunday 
night, as the Rams got a stellar 
performance in goal from a

The newcomer who helped

the third period. 

“It was nice to get the win and 
the game was kind of he dia- 
metric opposite of what's hap- 
pened the last four years,” 
Gordon said. “Every game for 
the past four years we have out- 
played our opponents and lost, 
but in this game they outplayed 
us, and we got the win which is 
all that matters.” 

It was fitting that Giordano 
would score the game winner 
for the Rams. The junior led 
the Rams and the 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference in scoring this sea- 


son. Gordon was not at all sur- 
prised that his superstar scored 
such a big goal, but he also felt 
that credit should go to the 
whole power play unit. 

“We have been working on the 
power play for the last two 
months. We changed it a bit, 
and it worked perfectly for us,” 
Gordon said. “And Giordano, 
being the player that he is, took 
advantage of his size and his 
quick hands to score a phenom- 
enal goal.” 

From there it was up to 
Leighton to stem the tide of the 
Medway attack, and it was 
never more potent than in the 
final‘minute of the-game when 
with a Ram player whistled for 
a penalty, and the Medway net 
empty, the Mustangs had a 6- 
on-4 advantage and several 
chances to tie the game.

It was an unbe- 
lievable individual effort and 
probably the biggest goal of the 
season.” 

Medway did tie the game just 
2:05 into the second period, but 
before long it was Giordano 
who tallied the game winner on 
an assist from junior wing Ron 
Gordon of Tewksbury 

The Rams now move on to the 
quarterfinals where they will 
face 12th seeded Lowell High 
School at 7:30 Wednesday night 
in Watertown.

Unlike Medway, whom the

Throughout the regular sea- 
son Wilmington High boys bas- 
ketball coach Jim McCune 
stressed how important it was 
for his team to win as many 
games as possible in order to 
secure two home games for the 
state tournament.

Ruiz, Stone gearing up for next bout 


LAS VEGAS — Two-time World 
Boxing Association heavyweight 
champion John “The Quietman” 
Ruiz (39-5-1, 27 KOs) feels the 
second time around as world 
champion is even sweeter than 
the first. 

‘The first time was a dream 
come true,” Ruiz said from his 
Las Vegas training camp. “But I 
didn’t realize how much the title 
belt really meant to me until I 
lost it. Winning it a second time 
added validity to my title. You 
don't win the world heavyweight 
championship twice by accident. 
It takes hard work, sacrifices, 
and a great team in your corner.” 

Without any high-profile con- 
nections in his corner, Ruiz 
stayed with longtime manager 
Norman “Stoney” Stone of 
Wilmington, as well as several 
people from the Somerville 
Boxing Club (MA) where he 
fought as an amateur, and 


shocked the boxing world by cap- 
turing (12-round decision) the 
WBA heavyweight title March 3, 
2001 from former undisputed 
world champ and future Hall of 


Fame member Evander “The 


Real Deal” Holyfield. Ruiz 
became the first world heavy- 
weight champion of Latino her- 
itage. 

He retained the WBA belt by 
fighting a 12-round draw with 
Holyfield (Dec. 15, 2001) and sue- 
cessfully defended his crown July 
27, 2002, defeating unbeaten and 
No. 1 contender Kirk Johnson by 
10th round disqualification, which 
robbed John of what seemed like 
a sure knockout. 

Ruiz, suffering from personal 
problems that adversely affected 
his performance, lost the title 
March 1, 2003 by 12-round deci- 
sion to another future Hall of 
Famer, Roy Jones, Jr. 

“I had a bad night,” John 
described his fight against Jones. 
“I regrouped and took advantage 
of an opportunity to fight 
(Hasim) Rahman for the Interim 
title. I wanted another chance 
against Jones, but he didn't want 
to fight me, and gave up the belt. 
I’m happy Interim is gone and 
I'm the WBA heavyweight cham- 
pion again.” 
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This past Dec. 13 Ruiz won a 12 
round decision from Rahman, the 
No 1 contender and former WBC 
& IBF title-holder. Jones official 
ly relinquished his belt February 
20. 

Ruiz, head trainer for a decade, 
Gabe LaMarca, retired after the 
loss to Jones. Team Ruiz consid- 
ered bringing in a “name” train. 
er, but John decided he wanted to 
keep it within his boxing family. 
“Stoney” was selected “Manager 
of the Year” for guiding Ruiz to 
the WBA title the first time. 
Despite leaving themselves open 
to critics if Rahman won, Stoney, 
also Ruiz, cutman, added the 
responsibilities of head trainer 
against Rahman, and increased 
the roles of the other cornermen 
Bobby Covino, (brother) Eddie 
Ruiz, Alex Rivera and Bryan 
Stone. 

Team Ruiz has set up training 
camp in Las Vegas as John pre 
pares to defend his world title 
April 17 against Fres Oquendo at 
a site TBA.

A true 
champion knows that one bad 
loss cancels out five wins 
Losing takes a toll that doesn’t 
leave. Losing lingers like that 
guy at the Super Bowl party 
who stayed late to watch 
Survivor. 

There is one more distinction 
of a champion... a crowd that 
practically shakes the building 
to the foundation. Never in any 
sporting event, including Red 
Sox playoff games, have I seen 
a rowdier crowd. With chants 
and yelling like the crowd has 
been providing, it would be 
hard for any team to focus. I 
don’t agree with their form of 


support, but it's working. When 
Zach Mitzen dunked the ball, , 
the crowd practically tore the 
roof off the building. That was 
when you knew it was over 
Lawrence Cushing gymnasium 
was packed to the limit 

There is a certain buzz around 
town. There is an unidentifiabl: 
sense of pride, which can only 
be identified with a high schgol 
team. It's almost naive. Our 
team is the best around. The 
hype surrounding this team ‘is 
so momentous, that if there 
were a let down of any kind, il 
would be like a dagger. 

Remember when the football 
team was two yards away from 
a Cape Ann League champi 
onship? Well, here we arg 
again. The team has come so 
close to being the best. When 
they travel to Lowell to take on 
Shawsheen Tech, the spirits p! 
Wilmington will be with them 
Everyone around town wil) be 
talking about it, win, lose. or 
draw. But one thing’s for sure 
they’re going to make things 
interesting.

Kelly” and even the focus of a 
report on National Public 
Radio. It is a three-inch tall, 
round disk that travels out in a 
spiral as it vacuums the dirt off 
of rugged, tiled or wooden 
floors. 

The machine is battery pow- 
ered and the batteries are good 
for 12-hours between charges. It 
will hold an average sized room 
full of dirt before the container 
has to be emptied. 

According to the descrip- 
tion, the machine will travel on 
its own course until it reaches a 
wall and then follow the wall 
until it can resume its spiraling 
motion. When it comes to a 
stairway a sensor will cause the 
machine to redirect its course. 

“It figures out what it needs 
to do,” Dockser said. 

Launched in September 
2002, the Roomba is the second 
generation of vacuum products 
developed by the company. The 
first was a commercial floor- 
cleaning machine. 

However, when the compa- 
ny’s chief executive officer was 
talking to a person on an air- 
plane flight, he was asked when 
the company would make a 
product “to clean my floors.” 

Dockser said, “Between 
what we were doing in cleaning 
and that comment, we devel- 
oped the Roomba.” 

The company had a lot of 
robotics theory and practice to 
work with when it developed 
Roomba. iRobot was started in 
Somerville in 1990. Angle and 
his two partners from MIT - 
Helen Grenier, president and 
Professor Rodney Brooks, chief 
technology officer - started 
working on a number of robot 
products. 

The company was estab- 
lished with the acceptance of 
several military and industrial 
contracts, The military work is 
still a very important part of 
the company's mission 

Marketing Director Nancy 
Dussault said, “The military 
theory helped us to save time in 
the development stage.” 

She noted that the first 
robotic vacuum was developed 
in the early 1960's for the New 
York World's Fair. The concept 
model was a large bulky affair. 

“We were able to come at it 
from a different angle: that a 
traditional vacuttm company 
would not think to look at. We 
were able to do it with batteries 
instead of plugs.” 

Dussault also spoke to the 
other products being produced 
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by iRobot. 

“The product we are most 
proud of,” Dussault said, “is the 
PackBot. It is helping to save 
soldiers lives in Iraq.” 

The machine is light enough 
to be carried by soldiers into 
areas that could be hazardous. 
It can be triggered to travel on 
its tracks and by using a cam- 
era attachment or a gas sniff- 
ing attachment it will detect 
explosive or chemical traps, 
thus allowing the human sol- 


diers a safer passage. 
A newer model is the 
PackBot EOD, which is 


described as “The new genera- 
tion in man-portable explosive 
ordnance disposal and tactical 
law enforcement robots.” 

Do not expect iRobot's prod- 
ucts to start looking like 
Twiggy (Buck Rogers), Rosie 
(The Jetsons) or even R2D2 
(Star Wars). 

Dussault said, “Typically, 
we've found that humanoid 
robots may not be the best way 
to go. The larger robots could 
be more expensive and won't be 
as stable. They will not be able 
to go everywhere you need 
them to. 

“We typically look at robot 
design (with an eye) to what is 
the best way to get the job 
done.” 

Cost to the public is also a 
factor with the designs pro- 
duced by iRobot. The Corporate 
Mission Statement (www.iro- 
bot.com) states: “This seems 
simple enough, but few compa- 
nies have approached robotics 
with this in mind. They use 
robotics for image, marketing, 
or they focus solely on 
research 

“The mobile robotics indus- 


try will break out when compa: 


nies realize the goal is to make” 


product that has an accessible” 
and compelling value proposi- 
tion. iRobot does realize this. It 
is what we do.” 

Dussault explained that the 
company learned some geod 
lessons from a relationship 
they had with Hasbro, the 
Providence Rhode Island based 
toy company. 

“My Real Baby’ gave us a 
real good insight into consumer. 
products,” Dussault said. “We 
took that information forward 
when we started looking at 
manufacturing consumer prod: 
ucts. 

“We could have made a 
robot vacuum that sold for. 
about $2,000, but who would buy. 
it. We decided to make one that 
really works at an affordable 
price.” 

According to sevétal 
sources, the company is quickly 
rising to the top of the robotics 
field and with good reason, 
Brooks is not only the chief 
technology officer with the 
iRobot, he is also the director 
of MIT’s CSAIL (Computer 
Science Artificial Intelligence 
Laboratory) and is well knowi 
as the “worlds leading robotics 
mind.” . 
At present the company is in 
league with Boeing, Lockheed; 
and Science Applications 
International Corporation 
(SAIC) in developing the next 
generation of robots that can be 
self-propelled into danger 
zones, They will be known ag 
SUGV (Small Unmanned 
Ground Vehicles.

New guide calls 
for increased 
blood sugar 


testing 
The American Academy of 
Family Physicians (AAFP), 


one of the largest physicians 
organizations in the country, 
has developed a new guide for 
patient self-testing of blood 
sugar levels for those who suf- 
fer from diabetes 

While the guide applies to all 
12 million people diagnosed 
with diabetes, it is particularly 
important for the nearly 7 mil- 
lion Americans with type 2 dia- 
betes who treat their disease 
with oral medications, instead 
of insulin. 

Until now, there has been no 
clear self-testing guidance for 
these patients as to when and 
how often to test their blood 
sugar to help manage the dis- 
ease. 

“Today, most people with 
type 2 diabetes test about once 
a day. However, a recent study 
of data from the Center of 
Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) shows that almost two- 
thirds of these people have 
blood sugar levels that are out 
of control,” said Steven 
Eledman, MD, Endocrinologist 
at the University of California 
at San Diego School of 
Medicine. 

Uncontrolled, diabetes can 
lead to serious complications 
such as blindness, kidney dis- 
ease and amputation. 

To reduce the risk of devel- 
oping complications, the 
American Diabetes Association 
(ADA) recommends that people 
with diabetes maintain an Alc 
value of less than 7 percent. 

The Alc value is a lab test 
typically ordered every three
